The Yale university library has been 
presented with a collection of the once 
famous “Thumb Papers'’ of the Kev. 
Timothy Edwards, father of Jonathan 
Edwards, colonial New England’s great 
theologian, says the New York Times. 
Puritan and colonial New England 
for the most part had some contempt 
for a parson who would either read 
his sermons or preach with anything 
more than the briefest reference to 
notes. A great exhorter had to be In­ 
spired, else he had no right to occupy 
a pulpit in those stem fundamentalist 
days. 
Many great theologians would 
open the Bible at ratal' in, seize any 
verse as a text and then'preach from 
that text for hours with the Arm belief 
that the hand of the Almighty had 
guided him to the chapter and verse 
upon which he based his sermon. 
The Rev. Timothy Edwar is ixdonged 
to that school. A graduate of Harvard 
of the class of 1601, he was ordained 
pastor of a newly-founde 1 Congrega­ 
tional church at Windsor. Conn.. in 
1 iYJ4 and occupied the pulpit of that 
church for 04 years, 
lit» was well ac­ 
quainted with Hebrew literature and 
was particularly distinguished 
fo r ids 
accurate k nowledge of the Latin an 1 
Creek classics. 
In preparing bis .• *»r- 
raons Mr. Edwards would« note on 
small slips of paper his “flrstiies ’ and 
“seeomllies.” 
Then he would study 
these manuscript outlines, hut when 
he entered the pulpit he would leave 
them in his study, 
For many years it was his custom 
to preach entirely without notes, but 
one sermon, a copy of which is in the 
Yale library, Is k nown to have been 
written in full by Mr Edwards. This 
was preached at the general election 
in 1732. 
Of these papers, Dr Sereno Edwards 
Dwight, son of the elder president 
Timothy Dwight, wrote: “‘He always 
preached extemporaneously, and. until 
he was upwards of seventy, without 
noting down the heads of his dis­ 
course. 
After that time he commonly 
wrote the divisions on small slips of 
paper, which, 
as they occasionally ap­ 
peared between the leaves of the Bible 
that he held in bis hand, his parish­ 
ioners called ‘Mr Edwards’ thumb pa­ 
lters.’ ” 
These papers, the gift to Yale of 
Dr. James Hosmer Penriiman of Phila­ 
delphia, cover OH pages and include 
sermons preached in 1722 and 1723.

How the European situa 
tion would mak e him rub his hands 
with delight! 
For, while on every 
hand the prophets of woe are vaticin­ 
ating the direct happenings, he would 
contrive somehow to extract sunshine 
from the ink y chaos and gild the 
storm clouds with rainbows. 
No 
more 
valuable 
human 
being 
could be boru just now than a new 
Mark Tapley. 
The whole world cries 
out for him. 
For, while we could well 
do with a higher percentage of great­ 
ness in our statesmen, there is no one 
we need so much as a new great hu­ 
morist. that once more the world may 
return to laughter. 
We have plenty of minor humorists 
both in England and America. 
I don’t 
k now how it is with France and Italy. 
From all accounts, laughter is n«<t 
quite dead even* In

But since Mark Twain there is n > 
great world laughter, no humorist <>n 
a large international scale.

morists are all sectional. We have no 
humorist big enough to lash the gloom 
away with satire, to bring good hu­ 
mor hack to the world and rouse it 
out of Its doleful dumps.

Yale Gets Papers of 
Great Colonial Divine 
The Yale university library has been 
presented with a collection pf the once 
famous “Thumb Papers” of the Rev. 
Timothy Edwards, father of Jonathan 
Edwards, colonial New England’s great 
theologian, says the New York Times. 
Puritan and colonial New England 
for the most purl had some contempt 
for u parson who would either read 
his sermons or preach with anything 
more than Hie briefest reference to 
notes. A great exhorter had to be In­ 
spired, else he had no right to occupy 
a pulpit In those stern fundamentalist 
days. 
Many great theologian* would 
open the Bible at random, seize any 
verse as a text and then” preach from 
that text for hours with the firm l>elief 
that the hand of the Almighty had 
guided him to the chapter and verse 
upon which he based his sermon. 
Tile Rev. Timothy Edwar Is belonged 
to that school. A graduate of Harvard 
of the class of 1601, he was ordained 
pastor of a newly-founded Congrega­ 
tional church at Windsor. Conn., in 
lt>04 and occupied the pulpit of that 
church for 64 years, 
lie was well ac­ 
quainted with Hebrew literature and 
was particularly distinguished for his 
accurate knowledge of the Latin an I 
Greek classics. 
In preparing his ser­ 
mons Mr. Edwards would* note on 
small slips of paper his “Arsines” and 
“secondbest’ 
Then he would study 
these manuscript outlines, hut when 
he entered the pulpit he would leave 
them in his study. 
For many years it was his custom 
to preach entirely without notes, hut 
one sermon, a copy of which is In the 
Yale library, Is known to have been 
written In full by Mr Edwards. This 
was preached at tile general election 
in 1732. 
Of these papers, Dr Sereno Edwards 
Dwight, son of the older president 
Timothy Dwight, wrote: “‘De always 
preached extemporaneously, anti. until 
he was upwards of seventy, without 
noting down the heads of his dis­ 
course. 
After flint time he commonly 
wrote the divisions on small slips 
paper, which, as they occasionally ai>- 
peared between the leaves of the Bible 
that he held in his hand, his parish­ 
ioners called ‘M r Edwards* thumb pu­ 
llers.’ ” 
These papers, the gift to Yale of 
Dr. James Hosmer Penniman of Phila­ 
delphia, cover GS pages and include 
sermons preached in 1722 and 1723.

Mark Tapley. 
The whole world cries 
out for him. For, while we could well 
do with a higher percentage of great­ 
ness in our statesmen, there is no one 
we need so much as a new great hu­ 
morist. that once more the world may 
return to laughter. 
We have plenty of minor humorists 
both In England and America. 
I don’t 
know how it Is with France and Italy. 
From all accounts, laughter Is not 
quite dead even* in 
soviet 
Russia 
But since Mark Twain there Is n > 
great world laughter, no humorist <>□ 
a large International scale. 
Our hu­ 
morists are all sectional. We hove no 
humorist big enough to lash the gloom 
away with satire, to bring good hu­ 
mor hack to the world and rouse it 
out of Its doleful dumps. 
If you say that there is not much to 
laugh at, the spirit of Mark Tapley 
is ready with the retort that evidently 
then the more need for laughter.

MUMMIES FOUND 
IN KENTUCKY CAVE 


MEMORIAL 


Catacomb Discovered Uri­ 
der Ruins of Old City. 


To students of American antiquities 
t is probably of general knowledge 
hat the city of Lexington, Ky., stands 
nearly on the site of an ancient town, 
which, if one may Judge by the wide 
range of its circumvallatory works and 
the quantity of ground it must have 
►coupled, was one of great extent and 
magnificence. 
It may, however, well be doubted lf 
many of even such students are aware 
that in the year 1775 there was dis- 
•overed there a catacomb containing a 
number of mummies, preserved by the 
art of embalming to as great a state 
of perfection as was known among the 
indent Egyptians, 1,800 years before 
the Christian era. 
This extraordinary find was made by 
^ome of the early settlers, whose curi­ 
osity being excited by something un­ 
usual in the character of certain large 
stones, seeming to cover the entrance 
to a cavern of some sort, removed the 
same, coming to others whose singular 
appearance for stones in a natural 
state caused them to push their inves­ 
tigations further. 
These obstructions 
being taken away, the mouth of an nj>- 
parently deep and gloomy cave was dis­ 
closed to their gaze. 
This proved to 
he a catacomb, formed in the bowels 
of the limestone rock, about 15 feet 
below the surface of the earth. 
Having added to their numbers and 
provided lights, they descended and 
•ntered, without further obstruction, a 
spacious apartment, where they were 
astounded to find that at the sides and 
extreme ends wert? formed niches and 
compartments occupied by figures rep­ 
resenting men. 
Their surprise was much greater 
when, on further research and Inquiry, 
it was found that these figures were 
actual mummies In the condition be­ 
fore stated. 
Most unfortunately, the 
original discoverers were uneducated 
people and, it being at a period when 
a bloody and inveterate war was being 
carried on between the Indians and 
he whites, supposing, in their igno- 
nee, that these were the remains of 
some tribe of Indians, a revengeful 
md vindictive spirit urged them to de­ 
struction.—Adventure Magazine.

In W ireless Service—Governments Use 


Cables. 
The Telegraph and Telephone Age 
in its current issue carried an article 
headed “Wireless Telegraphy vs. Sub­ 
marine Cables” from a London cor­ 
respondent which 
reads in part 
as 
follows: 
“While not desirous of minimizing 
in any way the marvelous development 
that has taken place in the wireless 
telegraphy wbrld, we must not lose 
sight of the fact that considerable de­ 
velopment bas 
taken place 
in the 
operation of submarine cables. Wire­ 
less has undoubtedly taken a perman­ 
ent place in the 
realm of electrical 
communication and is rendering and 
will continue to render a great service 
mostly in “broadcasting” ship-to-ship” 
and shore-to-shore communication, but 
the highest authorities are still unani­ 
mous that it will never be the equal 
of the cables in responding to the ex­ 
acting demand of the business com 
rnunity for 
secrecy, speed 
and 
re­ 
liability. The virtue of “broadcasting” 
in itself at once defeats one of the 
most important 
functions 
of 
tele­ 
graphic 
communication. 
which 
is 
secrecy and this fact was so fully 
recognized by the British government 
during the great war as to cause them 
to close down the only trans-Atlantic 
circuit then working between Clifden. 
Ireland and 
Glace Day. 
Canada. 
A 
still later instance in this respect has 
come to light since the inauguration 
of a wireless service between London 
and Paris, when it was found that 
telegrams addressed to Paris and 
transmitted from London to that city 
were picked nj) daily in Amsterdam, 
Holland. 
“This lack of secrecy is well known 
to those behind the scenes in the teie 
graph and cable 
business 
but 
is a 
serious realization to business people 
particularly when competition is con­ 
cerned. 
Another weakness in wire­ 
less telegraphy is the very serious in­ 
terference of atmospheric disturbances 
which are so powerful st times as to 
prevent 
transmission 
entirely 
for 
many lengthy periods. This was con­ 
firmed in a recent issue of “The Fort­ 
nightly Review” by no less an authori­ 
ty than Sir Charles Bright. 
“The statement recently published 
that the wireless service between Lon­ 
don and Paris had become so efficient 
that the majority 
of telegrams 
be­ 
tween the two cftiea were being car 
ried by the wireless 
is to say 
the 
least incorrect. 
As a matter of fact 
the London- Paris wireless circuit has 
never had a full day’s business sine * 
its inauguration in January. 1921. 
In 
conclusion it is very significant thai 
new cables are still being made and 
laid, not only between England and 
France, but in i'll parts of the world 
and rh*- cable companies continue t > 
pay good divilends, even bonus divi­ 
dends in some case- but we hav<* y* t 
to learn of any revenue being earned 
by the wireless people.”

To ap p ly the slump test, estimate 
the minimum slump that you can use 
and still obtain the necessary consist­ 
ency in the concrete. 
Test the hatche* 
frequently to check the slump and in­ 
crease or decrease the quantity of wa­ 
ter accordingly. 
Consistency of concrete mixtures is 
easily measured and regulated by the 
slump test. 
The only ap p aratus needed In mak­ 
ing the slump test is a Bg-inch p oint­ 
ed 
metal 
rod

a p iece of sheet metal for a form, 
rolled into the s» hap e of the frustum of 
a*cone as shown in the accomp anying 
diagram. 
The form can bo cut from 
a p iece of metal 15 Inches wide. 2U,

When finished It will be 12 
inches high, 4 inches ln diameter at 
the top and 8 inches In diameter at 
the bottom. 
Fill this form with the concrete to 
be tested, p lacing it In lay ers about 4 
inches deep and working it with the 
p ointed metal rod.

Concrete having a slump of 
inch 
will contain only a little more wat ;

Concrete containing 10 p ei 
cent more w ater than is required for 
greutest strength will give a slump oi 
3 to 4 inches; 25 p er cant excess water 
gives a slump of 0 to 7 inches; :•<> p er 
cent excess water gives a slump of 
8 to 10 Inches.

Applying Slump Test. 


To apply the slump test, estimate 
the minimum slump that you can use 
and still obtain the necessary consist­ 
ency in the concrete. Test the hatches 
frequently to check the slump and in­ 
crease or decrease the quantity of wa­ 
ter accordingly. 
Consistency of concrete mixtures is 
easily measured and regulated by the 
slump test. 
The only apparatus needed in mak­ 
ing the slump test is a %-inch point­ 
ed metal rod 21 Inches long and 
a piece of sheet metal for a form, 
rolled into the shape of the frustum of 
a^eone as shown in the accompanying 
diagram. The form can bo cut from 
a piece of metal 15 Inches wide. 2d 
inches long, and not less than 20 
gauge. When finished it will be 12 
Inches high, 4 Inches In diameter at 
the top and 8 inches in diameter at 
the bottom. 
Fill this form with the concrete to 
be tested, placing it in layers about 4 
inches deep and working it with the 
pointed metal rod. 
Each layer should 
be rodded exactly 30 times. L.ft off the 
form immediately and measure the set? 
tleinent or slump of the concrete. 
Concrete, having a slump of % inch 
will contain only a little more watei 
than necessary for maximum strength 
but will be too stiff for most construe 
tlon work. Concrete containing 10 pei 
cent more water than is required for 
greatest strength will give a slump of 
3 to 4 Inches; 25 per cent excess water 
gives a slump of 6 to 7 inches; 50 per 
cent excess water gives a slump of 
8 to 10 Inches.

Care of Fan Important 
Task for Motor Driv er 


Neglect of the fan Is far greater 
than It should be ev en amo n g those 
who pride themselv es on how well 
they take care of their cars. It should 
alway s be remembered that the fan 
runs all the time the motor Is in o p ­ 
eratio n and that it must keep the 
power plant cool if max imum engine 
efficiency is to be secured. 
If the fan hub has an oil hole, oil 
should be applied regularly —say twice 
a week. 
If it Is prov ided with a 
28C STease 
cup, 
three 
complete 
turns 
^ 
' should be giv en it J ust as often. Some 
cars lack the means of lubricating this 
Important part and then disassembly 
of the fan Is necessary to do this. 
Use a mix ture of light grease in 
which has been put a quantity of flake 
graphite, and pack the hub bearing 
liberally . 
Graphite will lust much 
longer than ordinary grease, and it 
will not be necessary to take the fan 
apart for some time. 
It should be kept In mind that the 
wearing of the fan hub bearings re­ 
sults in a wabble of the fan pulley s. 
Too much wabble will cause rattling.

He said that statistics show 
more fatalities and accidents are due 
to lack of light because of dimming 
than are caused by gkring headlights 
i of automobiles. 
With a proper ad- 
I Justin eat, which the bureau of stand­ 
ards recommends, the glare can be en- 
I tirely eliminated. 
Effect of Dimming, 
j 
Dimming the lights when driving at 
i 30 miles an hour makes the man with 
the dimmed lights drive with practical­ 
ly In bo vision for at least IOO feet. 
It 
takes that long for the eyes to adjust 
J themselves to the lessened light.

J cannot see, said Major Carl son, and 
then is when the accident occurs. 
Proper adjustment of headlights will 
j make the lights cast aflat, broad beam 
of light, which, at 25 feet, will con­ 
centrate below a horizontal line 3 feet 
above ground. 
The d o o r of a garuge or a prepared 
screen, furnished by the bureau of 
standards to the American Automobile 
association for distribution, will fa­ 
cilitate such adjustment. Such a light 
will not glare or Interfere with oncom­ 
ing drivers. 
Tn spite of tids simple 
method only 5 per cent of 400 cars ex­ 
amined by the bureau were properly 
adjusted. Seventy-five per cent glared, 
and 30 per cent did not give adequate 
light for safe driving. 
Adjustment Very Simple. 
On this point the driving public, the 
dealers and the manufacturers are 
more neglectful than they are of any 
other motorcar detail. Demonstrations 
showed that with the modern type of 
lamp equipment provided 
by 
most 
manufacturers, 
adjustment 
is 
very 
simple, and can De accomplished in a 
very few minutes by focusing the 
beam of each light, proper placing of 
the lens and proper aiming of the path 
of tile light so that It will go straight 
forward and not cross tile path of the 
other light. 
He 
suggested 
a 
lamp-adjustment 
committee in every community and 
state to be composed of representa­ 
tives of the traffic department of the 
city or state, members of the engineer­ 
ing societies, and motor club and deal­ 
ers’ organizations. “It is rather a mut­ 
ter for education nnd Information than 
of law,” lie* said.

Varnish of New Car Is 
Helped by Cold W ater 
“The finish of many curs is literally 
ruined by the lack of wash tag, and flu- 
essential knowledge of knowing how­ 
to clean them,” says J. P. Gibson, a 
California expert. 
“The varnish of a new car is Dent1-* 
Ated and hardened by washing with 
clear cold water, but mud that is al­ 
lowed to dry upon the body takes t o 
oil from the varnish and leaves tnt 
finish mottled and streaky. Dirt is r a 
the only enemy, for gases from t! 
garage and even the atmosphere of 
some towns attack the finish of the 
car that Is not frequently washed. 
“Begin by cleaning the top. 
Take a 
good stiff brush and remove the dust. 
then either sponge it, or use a soft 
cloth with warm water nnd pure soap. 
A chamois kept especially for the pur­ 
pose will tend to hasten the drying, 
and the top must not be folded until it 
is thoroughly dry. 
“In cleaning the body, be sure tn 
remove the nozzle of tile hose and flow 
the water over every part of the boily 
This w ill serve to wash off most of tin 
dust nnd also loosen the mud. In cases 
where Hie car Is very dirty It is best 
to do tills and then let it stand for i. 
few minutes before going over it again 
with the hose. Then take a soft spong* 
and follow tile hose over the body.”

Care of Fan Important 
Task for Motor Driver 


Neglect of the fan is far greater 
than It should be even anmng those 
who pride themselves on how well 
they take care of their cars. It should 
always be remembered that the fan 
runs all the time die motor Is in op­ 
eration and that It must keep the 
power plant cool if maximum engine 
efficiency Is to be secured. 
lf the fun bub bas an oil hole, till 
should be applied regularly—say twice 
a week, 
If it is provided with a 
grease 
cup, 
three 
complete 
turns 
should be given It Just as often. Some 
Cars lack the means of lubricating this 
Important part anil then disassembly 
of the fun is necessary to do this. 
i ’se a mixture of light grease in 
which has been put a quantity of flake 
graphite, und pack the hub bearing 
liberally. 
Graphite will last much 
longer than ordinary grease, and It 
will not be necessary to take the fan 
apart for some time. 
It should be kept In mind that the 
wearing of the fun hub bearings re­ 
sults In a wabble of the fun pulleys. 
Too much wabble will cause rattling.
